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INTERNAL DANGERS 
With the eyes of the world turned on the 
activities of Mitier and Junior Mussolini, the 
third dictator in Europe, Joseph Stalin, is 
only occasionally getting into the limelight. 
Shocked by the Nazi and Fascist armies and 
their agents, the actions of Stalin in outrag­ 
ing Finland and seizing the Baltic republics 
seem to have been forgotten. There have 
lieen some pflicial actions which would indi­ 
cate a dis|x>*ition on the part of diplomats in 
Grrat Britain and the United States to try 
to appease the Moscow dictator. 
The truth is, however, that Stalin can not 
more lie really appeased than nan Hitler. He 
is out to dominate the world through Com­ 
munism. That is why he encouraged the 
starting of the present war, and has done 
everything jHtssihle to keep it going. He 
ho|»es that the Communist brotherhood xviii 
spread over the world when exhaustion 
comes to capitalist nations and he can then 
pick up the pieces. Every appeasement of­ 
fered to him now he regards as an evidence 
of weakness. 
The greatest danger to America now is 
internal. For that reason we cannot afford 
to relax our efforts for defense, cannot af­ 
ford to tolerate any slowing down process 
which may I to encouraged here by the agents 
of Naziism or Communism. The people are 
awake to the danger of Nazi agents in 
America. But many of them do not realize 
what could happen to us through Communist 
sabotage of our defense. 
We all remember the tragedy ol Fiance 
during the last months of the republic's ex­ 
istence. The government’s position had been 
weakened not only by loose financial policies 
lait by a weak and lenient policy toward for­ 
eign agents. There were strikes after strikes, 
and a lagging in production which could lead 
only to one end. 
We want to keep that picture clearly in 
mind in the United States now. This is no 
argument against legitimate demands on the 
part of labor. Labor and capital should both 
Im' treated fairly by the government. But we 
certainly do not want our defense slowed 
down by alien agitators within the ranks 
posing as “friends of labor” or “friends of 
democracy.” 


RIDING HORSES 
The “riding academy" is today’s version of 
the livery stable that nourished just licforc 
the automobile. In very few of such acade­ 
mies is instruction given in horseback riding, 
although it could probably Ive arranged for a 
patron if he wished. Most of them simply 
having riding horses for hire. 
The academies are flourishing in this coun­ 
try. Far from putting the horse out of busi­ 
ness, the automobile appears simply to have 
opened a different held of usefulness for it. 
People of all ages and varied financial means 
flock to tho stables every fine Sunday and 
many week-day afternoons. They can go far 
out of the city—in their automobiles—to 
rout a horse and ride over country roads or 
park district bridle paths. 
In some places there aren’t enough horses 
to meet the demand. Wise riders make reser­ 
vations in advance, ta t persons ride to re­ 
duce their weight and slim folks ride for the 
fun of it; high school youngsters have riding 
parties, and families take to such “hiking” 
for a country outing. 
Interest 
in this recreation has grown 
amazingly and nobody seems to have the 
explanation for it. “It used to be that just 
a few people cared for horsesv” says the pro­ 
prietor of one academy. “Now it seems that 
everybody wants to ride.” 
This may be considered one of the more 
satisfactory fads to which the American peo­ 
ple are subject. Riding is line exercise and 
the horse is a good animal to be friends with. 
like the dog.
